This stands alone in the roster of Thomas Mann's creative writings and its 
poetic license will baffle many of his readers. For here~ told as interpreted by a 
garrulous old priest- is the legend of a certain Pope Gregory whose "origin is shame- 
ful, his life sinful, his atonement ruthless, his end transfiguration by divine 
mercy". The period trappings place the story in the Middle Ages, when chivalry was 
in full stream of history, and Mann gives credit for his source to a certain German 
poet who wrote a verse epos, entitled Gregorius vom Stein. But bits of the legend, 
as Mann has embellished it, lead here to the sixth century Gregory I, and there to 
the Armenian pope, Gregory the Illuminator, but nowhere to a pope who rightfully be- 
longs to the Age of Chivalry or the feudal state of the Europe of this story. So 
write it off as an imaginary figure, whose "shameful" story had its roots in the 
thinking and the moral standards of the Middle Ages, and release your spirit and 
imagination to enjoy a unique story of symbolic value, glorifying the divine merey 
above the pettiness of man. Catholics may find it banned, but others may find there 
is a spiritual and positive message beyond the venery which cost the perpetrators 
dear.... There is not in our opinion- the strength of his story of Joseph or the 
profundity of his Magic Mountain. Book-of-the-Month selection will add the seal 
of popular endorsement to the stature of Mann's name.

A strange book even to come from the pen of the unpredictable Nobel prize win- 
ner. Here, on the one hand, he seems to have taken on the mantle of the ancient chant- 
ors of sagas, in long passages hymning the march of the frontier, the building that ac- 
sented the passing years, the panorama of history in the making of which Jefferson, Mis- 
sissippi, where his drama is enacted, is but a segment. The rest of the text is the 
bare bones of which melodrama might have been made by a lesser writer. In Faulkner's 
hands, with sparse and clipped and broken dialogue, one learns the tragedy of a lost 
yoman, who has cast her heritage aside, but is caught, unwillingly, in assurance of a 
‘uture of subjugation to her own bitter memories, her awareness of guilt, her abasement 
o the man who is her husband, but who cannot really forgive. The Negro woman who is 
-onvicted of the murder of a baby is proved guilty only of the fact not the spirit, but 
er mistress has not even the escape of open confession. She must live on to make her 
ervant's hanging worth the sacrifice. The lawyer for the defense is the avenging god 
in what is - in essence- a Greek tragedy. Faulkner comes closer perhaps to Eugene

THE FACE OF INNOCENCE $3.00 


* The second novel by one of the most gifted of the younger English writers, 
this is the most accessible of Sansom's works- which have also included severai short 
,4story collections. Here for the first time he has worked away from the Kafka influence 
and the allegorical intent; stylistically, he has disposed of his mannerisms, substitut- 
ed a more familiar, relaxed prose which is still ably subtle and suggestive; and the 
chill to clinical intellect now takes on a softer tone. Here it is a writer, in the 
rather uncomfortable status of the friend of the family, who tells the story of the mar- 
riage of the Camberleys; Harry, a somewhat obvious, limited, successful young man, and 
Eve who is charming, uncertain, and a preposterous pathological liar. From the start of 
their marriage- in England- and Harry's adaptation to Eve's impossible inventions, this 
ollows them to the Riviera where for the first time the stories stop, as Eve has an ex- 
eerience which makes reality more desirable than the dream; and finally back to England, 
and a bitter brush with the truth which drives Eve to an attempted suicide...A discern- 
ing performance which is precise, intuitive, sophisticated, and will appeal to an ac- 
juired audience. 1

THE GLITTERING SHORES $3.00 | 


In her second novel the author of Frances (1950) follows the life of Philip 
hiiles - and the women whose impact conditioned it. First there is his Mother whose gen- 
ility and invisible obsessiveness set his pattern of appeal to all women; later Helen, 
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direct and almost insensitive, who becomes his wife and who is losing her fight against 
her mother-in-law's perfections and Philip's growing dislike of his marriage; and third 
there is Leonie, who was gawky and rebellious when he first knew her and whose slumber- 
ous ease now wins him away from his accepted treadmill. The unaccented proddings of his 
mother, the cumulative effect of the little irritations Helen produces, together with 
his business dissatisfactions and unhappy, inner reflections of the world today - all 
combine to make him easy prey for Leonie. The announcement of his partnership in the 
architectural firm precipitates both personal and business problems, and with Leonie's 
and his mother's hold broken, he wakes to the safety and durability of his marriage. 
Not the intense quality of Frances but the same careful charting of period ('30's and 
'hO's), its pressures and their results, and a thoughtful tracing of the conflicts in- 
volved when personality and emotions and circumstances deeply interact. Though the

A first novel which traces with firm realism and noncommital emotion the trans- 
atlantic run of the freighter Branten, and follows a familiar frame in the line-up of 
officers and crew. There's is the iirst Mate who drinks to excess and to escape a world 
he doesn't like; Jushnny, new to this life, unsure of himself; Red who is incorruptible 
and Slim who is out for himself, etc. etc. Disaster is inevitable when they hit the 
20th meridian, and the Branten is next attacked by U-Boats, then heads into a gale and 
ships water after one of her natcnes has been left unsecured. One man is washed over- 
board, Red- injured- dies, and Johnny at the close gains the courage to confront Slim 
for his guilt in the lives which have been lost... Good enough, in this genre, but not 
enough to stand comparison with the Monsarrat- The Cruel Sea-which appears earlier in 
the month.

Among them are Robert Mayo, a man of good will and idealistic intentions, 
but unable to persuade Trent Snowden to marry him; Trent, who is tied to the dependence 
of Henry Stephenson, ruined by his mother and liquor; Ben Fiorentino, white boss of the 
black men, unprincipled and prepared to sell guns to the Communists; Rhea, who has an af- 
fair with Ben while her husband is away; a newspaperman; a homosexual; etc. Political 
trouble, some of it, comes to a head; Ben is murdered- unidentifiably so- by David; and 
Trent walks out on her marriage to Robert to stick with Henry- while Robert heads back 
to the States...

TIME AND THE WIND $3.95 


A vast sprawling period novel of the minor wars that wracked Brazil from 
the days when its European masters gambled with their colonists' affairs to the Civil 
Wars which turned family against family and set Republicans and Federalists at each 
others throats. Backgrounded by these wars, the story follows the history of the 
Terra~ Cambaras, during 150 years, in the southern part of Brazil. The men were 
lusty fighters and lovers; the women pulled the strings and ran their men's lives 
behind the scenes. They bore them children, legitimate and illegitimate, and buried 
them when need came. Bandits became respectable. Foreigners, Germans chiefly, made 
and kept their places in the community. And certain symbols stood, through success- 
ive generations, for the family:- the silver dagger, brought by a missionary priest, 
and kept in site as a reminder of a sin almost committed; old pruning shears, which 
had cut the umbilical cords of successive new born babies; the wind, destined to her- 
ald events in the family history, and the Sobrado, the great castle like mansion, 
which tempted and betrayed them, and housed them all, though the Cambaras had come 
by it through intermarriage with the Amarals, titular owners. There's a kind of 
authenticity in the feel and mood of story and setting, in the characteristic blend 
of realism, superstition, violence and poetry, but the story itself seems to ride 
off in all directions, and the thread loses itself again and again. Possibly, the 
shift back and forth in time, from 1745 to 1895, makes it not wholly successful in | 
what the author aims to do, but at its close, the scattered pieces seem to fit into 
a whole. Not always easy reading, there are moments when it recalls the traditional 
novels of the picaresque pattern. The publishers have perhaps more confidence in 
its sales potentials than we have, so watch it. 


Clippinger, Frances Random House

A first person, flagellating self-portrait, which introduces Jimmy Keefer 
on the first page as "a slob", follows him through a parasite's progress to the last 
page where he winds up as a "pimp and a slob and a sucker". Falling in love with 
Elinda Bates in high school in California, Jimmy follows her to New York, where they 
have a cheap, riotous time, eventually marry. But while Jimmy has no ambition, 
Elinda has lots, uses her brains and her body to land a part in a show which folds 
but leaves her with a picture contract. Balking, then backing down, Jimmy follows 
her to Hollywood, sees her success assured before he leaves her for good... A shabby, 
shrill, sexy story of a boy and a girl who was too much for him-in the vernacular.

The author, an Austrian journalist, has based this somewhat naive biography 
of Goering on personal interviews with many who were closest to him in life, and has 
himself allowed his feelings about Hermann Goering to be colored by the unflagging de- 
votion and loyalty of his widow, his valet and others. Somehow Goering emerges as a 
rather likeable figure, although his intellectual capacity, his impress of the Nazi 
Germany of which he as an integral part, do not make themselves felt. He does attri- 
bute certain key moments to Goering,- the Austrian Anschluss for instance, while pass- 
ing over his involvement in the drastic violence and cruelties of the regime. His re- 
lations with Hitler, Goebbels, Himmler are shown as erratic, with many ups and downs. 
On the whole, a thorough if not a profoundly penetrating biography which follows 
Goering's life from his birth in Bavaria to his suicide in the Nuremburg jail. A 
swaggering young pilot in World War I; head of the Luftwaffe and an important cog 
in the political machine (albeit an unimpressive one), a man whom wives and en- 
ployees found admirable, and whose loyalty was seldom questioned by the Nazi he 
served, he paid the price of the failure of his air forces and turned- in later 
years- to dependence on drugs to keep his spirits up. One questions the market for 
a life of Goering which rarely has anything new to offer.

He touches briefly on his early years in Southern 
towns, his minister father, his sketchy, interrupted schooling, and his first odd jobs. 
Wangling a reporting job on the local paper to indulge his desire to write, he moved on 
to The Atlantq Journglshe travelled through the rural areas of the Southeastern states 
where the misery of the tobacco roaders provided essential material; he instituted a 
long program of writing short stories- none of which sold. Breaking into the "little" 
magazines, his work caught the late Maxwell Perkins' eye and the old Scribner’s carried 
several of his stories, then came a contract and his first published book. Although his 
early books received a preponderance of adverse critical notice, he was increasingly suc- 
cessful, and of later years he records the many places he has lived and written in; he 
tells of his marriage to Margaret Bourke-White, with whom he collaborated and made a 
bally-hooed trip to Russia during the German invasion. Sales value on the author's name 
but not as complete a biography as his readers might wish for.

Since lobbies are proved to flourish best when the executive is weak and parties are 
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decentralized, today's need is for wider understanding and deeper knowledge of the 
everyday political process, for stronger political parties, discipline, platforms and 
programs, determinedly upheld. There is careful examination of lobbying in the past, 
on national and state levels,of the famous investigations of their activities; there 
are surveys of insurance companies' corrupt practices, of lobbies that balked pure 
foods and drugs laws, of Wilson's unsuccessful fight against tariff lobbies, of New 
Deal legislation hampered by them. Then the victory over them in the passage of the 
Securities and Exchange Act, the passage of the Regulation of Lobbying Act in 1946, 
which is still imperfectly enforced, and the recent lobby which killed post-war bills 
for low-rent housing, slum clearance and urban rehabilitation while forcing through 
removal of housing controls, and the Buchanan Committee's finding that they are "“basic- 
ally a reflection of the state of our economy".
